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‘TuERE has just been published at Han- 
kow a book of the deepest interest to | 
us all.in China, and which should excite 
great interest at home. It is an oblong 
folio volume got up in Chinese style and 
printed in English on Chinese paper, 
entitled The Cause of the Riots in the 
Yangtze Valley: “ A Complete Picture 





Gallery,” and it contains a series of 
reproductions in colours, with transla- 
tions and notes, of thirty-two of the 
infamous anti-Christian and anti-foreign 
pictorial placards, which issue from the 
proses of Changsha in Hunan, and are 

eing widely circulated in China by the 
anti-foreign party. It is not a nice 
task that the publishers have under- 
taken in presenting these vile and filthy 
pictures with literal English translations, 
but the importance of the work they 
have undertaken is its justification. If 
the missionaries wanted proof of the 
success of their labours in China, they 
would find it here ; for if they were not 
being successful, men like Chou Han, 
the author of this book, would not as- 
suredly spend their time and money in 
compiling, printing, and distributing 
such outrageous libels. It is melancholy 
to see the debasement of the minds of 
those who are called the scholars of 
China ; how they revel in obscenity and 
malignity. We understand that copies 
of this issue are to be sent to the various 
governments and the leading newspapers 
of Europe and America,and that an effort 
will be made to get up here in China peti- 
tions to the various foreign governments, 
asking them to put pressure on China 
to have a period put to the infamous 
outrage of literature like this. It is 
for all of us, who know the evil effects 
that these and similar publications have 
had on the credulous minds of the 
Chinese, to support the taking of these 
steps. Many causes have been assigned 
from time to time since May last, for 
the riots in the Yangtze Valley ; but it 
was reserved for Dr. Griffith John, after 
patient investigation, point by point, to 
put his finger on Chou Han, the fons et 
origo mali ; and now the foreign world 
has the opportunity of seeing the mate- 
rial with which this enemy of foreigners 








jfed the anti-foreign flame. What is 


wanted is that people at home may see 
for themselves how the riots are caused, 
and may realise that unless the fabri- 
cators of these books and placards are 
punished, and the distribution effee- 
inally prohibited, there will be a repeti- 
tion of the riots with all the circum- 
stances that have made 1891 memor- 
able. - 

We propose to return again to the 
consideration of the book itself, the 
translation of the titles of the pictures, 
the notes, and the introduction and 
review, which are valuable mines 
of information for our colleagues on the 
home Press. We may close this brief 





notice with two extracts; the former 
from the Introduction, the latter from 
the Review :— 

“(his reproduction of the Picture 
Gallery being intended for the thought- 
ful few, and not at all for the multitude, 
no attempt has been made to gloss over 
its extreme grossness in picture and 
language. It is not the production of 
illiterate men. ‘The Hunan anti-Chris- 
tian publications, almost without 
exception, have scholars for their authors 
and there can be no doubt about this 
one. ‘This being the case, it has been 
deemed best to reproduce The Gallery 
just as it stands, in all its obscenity and 
vileness ; for in no other way would it 
be possible to convey a right idea of 
the unreasoning and blasphemous nature 
of the Chinese attack on Christianity, 
of the low mental and moral condition 
of the Chinese literati, and of the deep 
need of all classes in China of the very 
faith which not a few among them are 
seeking to destroy.” 

« By taking a narrow view some regard 
the present movement as exclusively 
anti-missionary, while others, taking a 
still narrower view, consider it to be 
simply anti-orphanage. It is both of 
these, and a great deal more ; itis anti- 
foreign. It is pure policy which leads 
to the orphanage being selected, of all 
the various missionary establishments, 
as the chief object of attack. The as- 
sistance of the natives is most easily 
enlisted against that institution, Toa 
similar politic reason is due the fact that 
it is against the missionary, and not the 
merchant or any other class of foreigners, 
that this agitation is mainly carried 
on. It is supposed that a measure of 
foreign help and countenance can al- 
ways be depended upon.in attacking 
missionaries. But, let the orphanages 
be suppressed to-morrow, the only result 
would be fresh demands ; let the mis- 
sionaries be expelled the day after, and 
still China would be unsatisfied. No- 
thing short of the total expulsion of 
the hated foreigner will meet the views 
of the vast majority of the ruling class. 
This was their first idea, and it is their 
last.”

The buyer told the salesnian that he be- 
Jonged to a cortain foreign hong and that 
the articles were purchased for his master, 
and that if somebody was sent with the 




































things to the hong, the money would .be 
paid. The shop peuple seut x man with

CHINESE NEWS ABROAD AND 
Al’ HOME. 
25th Jan. 

We complain often, and not without 
reason, that people at home do not take 
enough interest in China, but such 
wonderful stories have been telegraphed 
home to the papers, or invented by the 
papore at home as having beew Lele- | 
graphed to them, that it would not be | 
surprising if the readers of those papers | 
in time tumed away disgusted, and 
refused to read any more news from 
China, Even the serious Standard, 
which claims that its success is greatly 
due to its strict adherence to fact, and 
whose editors and sub-editors pass their 
lives in a protracted struggle to prevent 
anything Tight or humorous getting into 
its columns, gives a free rein to the 
imagination of the gentleman who pre- } 
ares for the printers—it would perhaps | 
be libellous to say, invents—the tele- 
grams from China. But the English 
papers, wild as they occasionally are, 
are quite outdone by their American 
contemporaries, which have had so much 
more practice in imaginative reporting. 
‘The cynic who heard it remarked that 
American writers were far ahead of 
English in the compilation of short 
stories, said that American journalists 
were undoubtedly  unapproachable— 
fabricators. In the Boston Daily Ad- 
vertiser of Ist December we read that 
the Chinese Rebels are “marching on 
Peking in two vast armies, meeting no 
“opposition,” though a few lines lower 
down we are told that “ the garrison of 
Shanhaikivan (sic) has been sent to 
suppress other insurrectionary bodies 
which are maiching in various direc- 
tions through the country, evidently 








with the intention of joining the main 
body.” Lower down is a long telegram 
purporting to have been sent from 
Shanghai, a part of which deserves 
reproduction, though it is difficult to 
understand a “leading English mer- 
chant” here saying that the rebels in 
the north were Mongols :— 

“The war minister is threatened 
with disgrace for not having deterred 
the disaffection among the troops 
and may lose his head. ‘The rebels 
are described as adhering to their 
tribal, a war organisation, and although 
merciless in their treatment to those 
who offer serious resistance, and if 
foreigners under any circumstances, 
they are strictly obedient to their own 
commanders. ‘The Europeans in Shang- 
hai are getting more and more excited, 
the general opinion being that the crisis 
is more acute than that which existed 
when the ‘Taipings were at the height 
of their triumph. A leading English 
merchant said to-day :— 

“Tt would not bea serious loss, 
either for China or the world, if the 
present dynasty should be overthrown. 
As far as the dynasty is concerned, for 
the recent emperors have been utterly 
lacking in any kind of ability for raling 
an empire like China, and the con- 
sequence has been the growth of a 
palace, or as we would say in Europe, 
@ petticoat government, attended by 
the vilest intrigues, aud’ directed by 
the worst influences, those which spring 
from the jealousy of the women. ‘The 
Chinese themselves feel that their 
government is not what it ought to be, 
and their outbreaks are not by any 
means senseless explosions of rage and 
cupidity. ‘The Mongol tribes, too, 
muust’ have heard something of the 
weakness and degeueracy of the govern- 


j ment, or they would not have under- 


taken their march to Peking.’” 

‘The telegrams from China in this 
Paper, occupying nearly a column, are 
summed up in the “ Bulletin of 'o-day’s 
Important News” in one startling line: 

“300 Europeans killed by Chinese.” 

No wonder our friends at home 
write out mail after mail, condoling 
with us on the state of frenzied alarm 
in which we are living in Shanghai. 

‘The Boston Herald of the following 
day has a still more startling telegram 
from New York. It says :-— 

“A rumour is current in Chinese 
circles that an official despatch has 
been received by the Chinese Consulate 
here, said to be from the Minister at 
Washington, giving an account of a 
preliminary skirmish recently at the 
port of Shanghai between two Italian 
gunboats and the Chinese navy, in which 
the Italian gunboats were situk. The 
Powers, the despatch is asserted to 
state, sent the two Italian men-of-war 
out on a trial battle with the Chinese 
vessels, and correspondents were warned 
not to telegraph the facts for fear of 
injuring the cause of the Europeans in 
China, The Chinese consul here was 
in atteadance at a reception this evening, 


the ‘rumour, but his secretary said no 
such despatch had been received. A 
late Washington despatch says the 
Chinese Minister has retired for the 
night, and his interpreter caunot be 
found. The uews has created a furore 
among the Chinese of this city.” We 
are ouly amazed that it did not bring 
on an immediate declaration of war 
between the Chinese and Italian colonists 
in the Empire City, 

We note that all the home papers 
which seriously discuss the rising in the 
North are puzzled to understand an 
insurrection in Manchuria, the home of 
the ruling race, it not having apparently 
suggested itself to the numerous sensa- 
tioual telegraphers in China, that it 
was necessary to tell their victims at 
home, that the rebels are Chinese im- 
migrants into Manchuria, not proper 
Manchus, and that the Mongol princes 
and their tribes have been among the 
heaviest sufferers by the rising. Another 
great difficulty they have experienced 
is to gather what are the actual num- 
bers of the rebel forces. ‘I'he Times 
relies for most of its own telegraphic 
news from China on its Singapore cor- 
respondent, who cabled to it on the 4th 
of December that “ telegrams from ‘Tien- 
tsin received here state that the rebel- 
ion has been absurdly magnified. The 
whole rebel force is under 2,000, and 
the outbreak is only important on ac- 
count of the timidity of the government 
and the defenceless condition of Pe- 
king.” How far the rebellion has been 
magnified we shall probably never accur- 
ately know, but we can hardly accept the 
statement—looking merely at the re- 
inforcements sent by the Viceroy Li, of 
which the ‘'ientsin adviser must have 
known—that “the whole rebel force is 
under 2,000.” According to the reports 
to the ‘Throne from the various com- 
j wanders engaged against these rebels, 
the number of killed alone is more than 
seven times this estimate, taking the 
reports up to the 18th of December ; 
and we cannot but admire the admirable 
strategy of the imperial generals, who 
have produced this sanguinary result 
with only a nominal loss to their own 
side. ‘The following summary will be

A trade report is, 
in short, a kind of paper hunt in which 
the Foreign Office or the Inspector- 
General lays the scent, and Consuls and 
Commissioners flounder after, like—what 
in these days of slow promotion few or 
none remain—so many griffins. Under 
the varying influences of Chambers of 
Commerce, Budgets, red (or yellow) 
tape, and—for even these august bodies 
ate human—fads, the course is changed 
from time to time. Some years ago, to 
drop metaphor, the Customs Trade Re- 
ports were uot the dry bundle of statis- 
tics they have since become ; they were 
rather, as it were, magazines in ininia- 
ture, ‘There was some excitement in 
those days in turning over a new yellow- 
book, especially if “copy” were Scarce : 
an editor never knew what treasures 
he might not light on. One such 
book, if we remember right, consisted 
largely—and it was very large—of a 
history of the port from the days of 
Yii the Great (whom the old Jesuits 
identified with his contemporary Noah) 
down to those of the Taiping Rebellion. 
Perhaps this was the last straw ; any-

‘The last year’s batch of Consular 
‘Trade Reports is fairly fruitful in what 
the China Review calls ‘scraps’ and 
‘chips’ of casual information, ‘here is 
gold, it would seem, among the hills of 
South Formosa. “Near Liangchiao,” 
writes Mr. Warren, “ heavy rains caused 
a landslip, exposing gold’ in some cou- 
siderable amount. For a short time 
the Chivese in the ueighbourhond 
were exchanging w basket of earth 
for a basket the same size of rice, At 
the preseut moment the aborigines who 
had left. the place previously have re- 
turned, and the Chinese consequently 
can get no more gold.” It was empha- 
tically a case of “taels to win and heads 
to lose,” and for once the heads had it. 
‘The same report gives a picturesque 
description of the storm which lined 
all the southern coasts with balks of 
timber, so that the fishermen left their 
nets and took to log-rolling. “Some 
descriptions of wood have been got in 
this way that were not previously known 
here.” Mr. Warren has a note on the 
laid question of South Formosa (where 
the metayer system prevails with com- 
pradores for Jews) and another, not less 
useful, on castor oil, which his natives 
imbibe in large quantities, but which 
they will not manufacture on their own 
account. It seems at first sight strange 
that Mr. Warren should desire to turn the 
foreign import of that salutary but not 
over palatable drug into a native export ; 
but he doubtless desires his countrymen 
to have a hand in the turning. “The 
still-vexed question of manufactures at 
the Treaty ports, by the way, comes up 
in more than one paper. Mr. Hopkins 
gives perhaps the most naive reason in 
their favour that has as yet appeared. 
Kiukiang struck him as melancholy, not 
to say stagnant, and he, very naturally, 
cast about for a remedy. He found it 
in Cotton Mills. “What a view,” he 
exclaimed, “opens before us! Mills of 
the requisite type erected in the British 
concessions ; British capital employin;

PRESIDENT HARRISON'S 
MESSAGE—III. 
28th Jan, 
‘Tne concluding portion of President 
Harrison’s message to Congress is not 
so directly interesting to English readers 
as the earlier portions, but there are 
still several points worth noticing in it. 
‘Whe President congratulates the country 
on the disappearance from the ‘Treasury 
of the surplus left there by President 
Cleveland, the presence of which has, 
he says, “been the subject of much nu- 
favourable criticism and has furnished 
an argument to those who have desired 
to place the tariff upon a purely revenue 
basis.” here is obviously something 
old-fashioned, and quite wnworthy of 
the bounding spirit of an American 
Republican, in reducing taxes because 
the ‘Treasury is full. it is far nobler 
to scatter the surplus broadcast and 
keep up the taxes ; even to replace the 
surplus by a deficit, as the legisla~ 
tion of the last Congress has now suc- 
ceeded iu doing. It is pleasant to see 
that good work has been done in the 
administration of army affairs ; but the 
regular army of the United States, small 
as it is, has always been the best and 
best-managed institution in the country. 
General Harrison mentions that the 
scheme for enlisting Indians and organ- 
ising them into companies upon the 
same basis as other soldiers has been 
most successfully carried out. When we 
come to the paragraphs dealing with the 
exclusion of Chinese, we find that these 
undesired emigrants are very like what 
Horace says of Nature in the line so 
often quoted, ‘hey are no longer in- 
deed imported into San Francisco, but 
they go in crowds to British Columbia, 
whence, after Canada has extorted £10 
each from them as head-money, they 
slip into the United States at obscure 
poiuts along the Dominion boundary. 
‘The local United States’ courts send 
these Chinese, when they are caught, 
back to Canada, which insists on again 
having $50 each head-noney with 
them, and the next day they recross 
the border. As the Presideut plain- 
tively says, “ the Dominion government 
. . . thus derives a considerable revenue 
from those who only use her ports to 
reach a position of advantage to evade 
our exclusion laws.” Sam Slick would 
have thoroughly enjoyed _this farce, but 


all the President can do is to “recom- 
mend such legislation as will remedy 
these defects.” 

‘We pass over the President's endorse- 
ment of Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker’s businesslike suggestions for 
the improvement of the postal, telegraph, 
and telephone services in the States, 
and of the steps taken by means of 
subsidies to encourage the building of 
American mail-steamers ; and we next 
| come to the allusions to the new Navy. 
Four vessels, the Newark, Concord, 
Bennington and Miantonomoh, have 
been completed during the year, “with 
an aggregate of somethiag more than 
11,000 tons,” which is about the 
tonnage of one first-class Euro) 
iron-clad. ‘The President omitt to 
mention that the last of the four ships 
he ‘names was actually launched in 
1883. He adds that twenty-four war 
ships of all classes are now under con- 
struction in the navy yards and private 
shops; and he speaks with great satis- 
faction of the.designs produced by the 
naval constructors, which is quite intel- 
ligible when we remember that they 
were educated atGreenwich. He says:— 

“Some of the vessels now under 
construction, it is believed, will be 
triumphs of naval engineering. When 


ing a modern navy was only initiated 
in the year 1883, that our naval con- 
structors and shipbuilders were practi- 
cally without experience in the constrac- 
tion of large iron and steel ships, that 
our engine shops were unfamiliar with 
great marine engines, and that the 
imauufacture of steel forgings for guns 
and plates was almost wholly a foreign 
industry, the progress that has been 
made is not only highly satisfactory, 
but furnishes the assurance that the 
United States will before long attain in 
the construction of such vessels, with 
their engines and armaments, the same 
pre-emiuence which it attained when 
the best instrument of ocean commerce 
was the clipper ship and the most im- 
pressive exhibit of naval power the old 
wooden three-decker man-of-war.” 
No one will be inlined to di: 

with the reasons the Presideut gives 
why the United States should have an 
efficient modern war fleet. But he does 
not touch on what is a greater difficulty 
with the Naval Department thaa pro- 
viding efficient ships; it is, the providing 
efficient crews to man them. It has 
been pointed out before that, as the 
centre of population moves year by year 
farther inland, the United States’ youth 
tend less and less to take to the sea as 
acalling, ‘To get a decent crew of-any 
kind for an American man-of-war is 
very difficult, and to get a crew of 
Americans impossible. Ore of the new 
ships, the Ad/anta, was uearly lost uot 
long ago in an ordinary Atlantic gale, 
though the ignorance and inefficiency 
of her crew ; and as it was, she only sue- 
ceeded in getting into harbour half full 
of water. ‘The commissioned officers in 
the American navy are thoroughly edu- 
cated men, and have not their superiors

in any-service, but the men, putting on 
one side the native-born Americans, 
must -be inferior to the crews of our 
own ships, for instance, who are trained 
up to the work from boyhood, and make 
their service in the navy the business 
of their lives. 

President Harrison writes sensibly. 
enough about the Indians who still 
survive in the States, and comes then 
to the work of the Pension Bereau. The 
almost iudiscriminate award of pensions 
to every oue who enlisted at any time 
during the War with the South in the 
Northera armies, is the favourite device 
of the present Administration for 
abolishing the surplus in the Treasury :

Pensions 
for widows and children without rd 
to cause of soldier's death. Pensions 
for mothers and fathers who are Now 
dependent, whether they were depend- 
ent on soldier when he died or not. 
Widows, children and parents are re- 
led as “dependent” in all cases 
where they have not. sufficient income 
from property for their support. 
“Soldiers pensioned at less than 
twelve ($12) dollars per month and 
suffering from disability in addition to 
that named in their pension certificate 
may obtain increase under the new law.” 
The remaining paragraphs of the 
Message deal with matters of almost 
exclusive interest to citizens of the 
United States. Several of them are 
devoted to recommending a reform in 
the system on which the chief officers 
of the national government are elected ; 
and the whole concludes with the follow- 
ing eloquent peroration:—" I have been 
greatly rejoiced to notice many evidences 
of the increased unification of our people 
and of a revived national spirit. The 
vista that now opens to us is wider and 
more glorious than ever before. Gratifica- 
tion andamazement strugglcforsuprema- 
cy as we contemplate the population, 
wealth and moral strengthof our country, 
A trust, momentous in its influence upon 
our people and. upon the world, is for a 
brief time committed to us, and we must 
not be faithless to its first condition— 
the defence of the free and equal in- 
fluence of the people in the choice of 
public officers and in. the control of 
public affairs.”

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THE SENIOR CONSUL-SHIP.

‘Yue following important six-line para- 
graphin the last minates, publishedin the 
W.-C. D. News on Wednesday morning, 
of the Municipal Council’ meeting, 
perhaps did not receive from all our 
readers the attention it deserves : 

“ Bunding Yangtzepoo—'he Chair- 
man reportsthat along with the Engineer 
he accompanied the Senior Consul to 
Yangtzepoo to meet the native authori- 
ties and inspect the uew bunding to 
which the country people there are said 
to object.” 

Phe anomaly in this to which we 
wish to call attention is that the Senior 
Consul, with whom the Chairman of 
the Council and the Engineer went to 
Yangtzepoo to meet the Chinese autho- 
tities, should be the French Consul- 
General. It is a very distinct grievance 
and a grievance that ought to be re- 
medied, that the French Consul-General 
should accept and occupy the post of 
Senior Consul, aud thus become the 
chief authority on what is kuown as 
the Anglo-American settlement. Ou the 
so-called French concession, the French 
Cousul-General is all-powerful and no 
other Consul has a word to say, although 
the greater part of the business on his 
concession is done by English and Ger- 
man merchants, Yet, while he keeps 
the French concession to himself, he is 
allowed, because he happens to have 
been here longer at oue time than any 
of the other consuls-general, to assume 
also the chief authority ou this side. 
It is a fortunate thing that the French 
consul-general at the present time 
happens to be M. R. Wagner, a most 
excellent and popular official, to whom 
no-one could have any objection per- 
sonally: indeed, it is the fact that 
it is M. Wagner that enables us to 
write strong'y about the system, 
because every one in Shanghai knows 
that we. could have no objection 





to M. Wagner as an individual. The |-=———= 


only suggestion we could make is that 
M. Waguer should have declined to take 
such an anowalous position when it fell 
to him to accept or refuse it, and this has 
been the course taken, as far as our 
recollection goes, by his predecessors. 
There is no warrant in the Land 
Regulationn for this position of affairs ; 
it has simply come about as a matter 
of convenience that the Senior Consul 


should be the referee for the Municipal |; 


Council in alldisputes between theCoun- 
cil and the Chinese authorities, It is 
obvious to any one who reads the joint 
minuteprefixed tothepresent Land Regu- 
lations (those of 1869), which was signed 
by the Ministers of Great Britain, Prus- 
sia, Russia, France and the United States, 
that they were originally intended to 
apply to “all foreigners at Shanghai,” 
inoluding those resident on the so-called 
French Concession, as the previous re- 
ulations of 1854 did; but while the 
gu lations were in process of incuba- 
tion, the French Government stole a 
march on the other Powers, and pro- 
mulgated separate regulations for “ that 


portion of the foreign settlement lying 
south of the Yangkingpavg creek ;” 
and this piece of sharp practice has 
since been a permanent source of vexa- 
tion. Up till quite recently, however, 
the French consular representative has 
recognised the anomaly that now exists, 
and has declined to accept the duties of 
senior consul ; but we have now to put up 
with his being the exclusive authority on 
his own side of the Yangkingpang, 
and the supreme authority on this side, 
which ought notto be. The consuls- 
general of Great Britain, Germany, an 
the United States have been hitherto in 
turn senior consuls, and properly so as 
their interestslie on this sidect the Yang- 
kingpang; the offer of the post has fallen 
sometimes by seniority to the repre- 
sentatives of other Powers, and they 
have uniformly declined it, as we think 
M. Waguer should have done. Although 
we think it would be to the general 
advantage that all the foreign settle- 
ments here should be, as was originally 
contemplated under one municipality,no 
one wants to dispossess the French Con- 
sul-General of his exclusive authority on 
his own side, if the French Government 
prefers to maintain it; but it is an 
anowaly which should be suppressed 
that be should also be allowed to exer- 
cise the supreme authority on this side, 
as long as the French Concession keeps 
itself apart from the other foreign settle- 
ments. ‘I'he Municipal Council would 
do well to make an urgent representa- 
tion to the foreign Ministers at Peking 
on the matter. We repeat that in 
writing this, we are not actuated by 
the slightest objection to M. Wagner 
personally, and we are convinced that 
of all who object to the present con- 
dition of things, there is no one whose 
objection extends to the present French 
representative here as an individual.

Chinese scholars will be much interested 
in’ new map which has just boon 
published, showing China as it was 
during a’ comparatively early periud of 
its history, about 500 B.C. ‘The map is 
the result of the collaboration at Sicawei 
of » European and a Chinese priest, who 
appear to have bestowed much pains on 
their task—by no means a small one, as 
anybody who bas had anything to de with 
the identification of the names of Chinese 
localities will admit. The compilers have 
not xttempted to consider the subject from 
an archeological, but rather from a lite- 
rary, point of view. ‘They have taken as 
the basis such information as ia to be found 
in she commentaries of Chii Chien, and in 
the works of well-known authors ‘such as 


Kiang-yung’s Fe AK HH BY FS yy DY LE 
YOIRAS. Im a few notes with which

“When these authors agreed, and 
detexmined che position of a town’ with 
suficient exactness, we have indicated it 
on the map with a character accompanied 
by a period.

or two of the principal kingdoms were 
established after 722, It would have 
been impossible to devise a nap showing 
the form of these kingdoms during the 
whole of that period, It would also 
have been inconvenient to fix upon one 
‘icular time, for instance a reign or 
he ratification of one of 
those grext treaties to which mont of the 
kings agreed. Our object, which is to 
facilitate the study of the commentaries on 
the Chii-chien, would have been fully 
attained ouly for that particular epoch, 

obviate the difficulty we have marked on 
the map the site of all the kingdoms and 
states mentioned in the Classics, without 
regard to time. Consequently the limite 
which we have assigned cannot be regarded 
as La lines of demarcation. Frontier 
tows have often passed from one kingdom 
toanother. ‘The boundaties, however: are 
very nearly accurate and give a sufficiently 
good idea of the territorial extension of 
each kingdom, In the absence of docu- 
ments we have not attempted tw show 























the numerous priucipalities of which 
exch kingdom was composed at this 
feudal period of Chinese hietory. We have 


simply indicated, in the region in which 
they were, an independent principnlity by 
enclosing the character in a circle, and a 
dependent principality by its character 
Our map is not the first attempt 
‘ind, but it will, we hope, be prefer- 
red to such imperfect productions as ti 
in the beginning of some editions of the 
Cho Chou, in which China is represented as 
nearly square, with water on three sides, 
Dr. Legge, in the 6th volume of the 
Classics, was the first to give a correct and 
fairly complete mup for the Chii-chion ; but 
this map, designed for a book, could not 
be made 80 comprehensive as ours, The 
learned doctor, in order to avoid confusion, 
has been obliged to confine himself to what 
was actually indispensable, leaving out w 
great number of towns the situation of 
which it is interesting to know. ‘The size 
of our map and the use of photo lithog 
have enabled us to give, in clear and dist 
characters, ali that we think ean be given 
with certainty, or at least with the greatest 
probability that can be derived from the 
proper authors. To this advantage me 
ave been able, without interfering with 
clearness, to add another which increases 
the interest of the work. Whilst the geo- 
graphy of the Chii-chien is shown in red, 
thst of China as at present is printed in 
black. Having thus under the eye two 
maps at the same time, as it were, the 
comparison of feudal China with the 
China of to-day iy facilitated, For tho 
geography of to-day, use has been made 















































of the map of the Kighteen Provinces 
drawn up in 1888 by Pére Chevalier, director 
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of the Observatory, Special attention has 
been given to exactitude inthe political divi- 
sions, in preference to physical geography. 
“The best rethod of retaining the exact 
form of the characters appeared t» us to be 
photo-lithography. We accordingly had 
the map drawn, under our own supervision, 
by one of our dranghtsmen in the Orphanage 
at Sicawei.. He produced sn excellent draw- 
ing in black and red, which las been photo- 
lithographed by the Shanghai Cnromo and 
Photo Lithographie Co , under the direction 
of Mr. LoHat-ling. Themap, whichisprinted 
in four colours on stout paper, has been 
tinted at Sicawei and cloth-mounted. Some

& Walsh, who will dispose of them to the

HE ENGLISH MAIL PAPERS. 


‘Tue St, James's gives us a very good Budget 
this week, and among its contents is a useful 
little map ef the country in which the latest 
of England’s little wars is being carried on. 
‘The unfortunate enemy occupy, it appears, 
aome valleys between Kashmir and the 
Pamira, under the Hindu Kush, They are 
not mere robber tribes, these Hurt and 
Nagar claus, living on’ the depredations 
they commit on the caravans passing 
between Yarkand and Leh, but they are 
‘settled agricultural communities, living 
under rulers who boast of their long un- 
broken descent from princes of native 
blood. Hemmed in by lofty mountains, 
they are proud of the independence they 
have always maintained, and they probably 
present the spectacle of @ race living under 
almost the same conditions now us their 
forefathers did fourteen centuries ago. 
the description given of them by an 
English Political Agent some years since. 
‘They have been for a long time under the 
nominal protection of Kashmir, and as we 
have now undertaken the protection of the 
Intter Power, we have felt it our duty to 
enforce the nuthority of the Maharajah of 
Kashmir over them, a course which they 
have resented, ‘This is the ostensible cause 
of vur expodition against these tribes, the 
truth being that they have the misfortune 
il. 
ems some ren-n to believe that 
has been trying to attract them by 
of ite ‘scivntitic’ expeditions across 
the Pumirs, and as we cannot allow the 
Russian sympathisera south of 
the Hindu Kash, we have sent a small force 
to make them tee that we are their true 
friends, ‘The Daily Nevws sys 
‘The new fighting in India, which we report 
this morning, is on the extreme North-West 
frontier, ina latitude considerably higher 
than thut of Cabul. It was desperate, but, 
if it stops for good where it has stopped, we 
may be thankful that it was no worse. "The 
accounts of it, official and otherwise, are but 
the old, old story. ‘The local tribesmen 
threatened a position beld by the Ruler of 
Kashmir, who is under our protection, 
Colone! Durand, the British Resident in the 
threatened district, accordingly moved for- 
ward with a force of Ghurkas and x mount 
battery and captured a fort held by the 
tribesmen. Theloss washeavy on both sidesfor 
1 frontier affair, and it was particularly heavy 
among the British officers who led our native 
force. Colonel Durand and two other officers 
were severely wounded, and seven men were 
Killed and nearly thirty wounded among the 
rank and file. ‘The enemy of course suffered 
heavily, but it is as yet too early to say that 
there is'no further danger of disturbance. 
Some of these little wats on the frontier 
are almostinterminable. The tribesmen have 
little to lose except the lives which they 
often throw away with desperate courage. 
‘On our side Imperial presti-e suffers, or seeins 
to suffer, with every day’s delay, to say 
nothing of the outlay in those exceedingly 
costly productions which are ‘the squadron's 
boast, the crammer's pride.” There should 
be no danger of lasting trouble on the North- 
West border, for enormous sums have been 











































to be between the hammer and the an 
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hed on it for many years past. Military 
railways and roads run to all the salient 
points ; the mountains bristle with fortifica- 
‘tions ; and the Army, both native and Euro- 


pean. has been largely increased. ‘The present |

isturbance may be taken as one of the incon- 
veniences of a scientific frontier. A few years 
ago it would never have entered into the 
head of anybody but a dreamer that we 
should be fighting beyond the Indus in the 
performance of an ordinary duty of military 

slice. There is some reason to fear that the 
fighting is part of a new forward policy ; and 
in this connection it should be borne in mind 
that the scene of it is in the neighbourhood

The Overland Mail, which takes the 
official Indian view that frontier tribes 
have very few rights if their independence 
endangers in any way the security of our 
froutier, tells the story of the affair with 
commendable outspokenness :— 

Every one who has studied the subject at all 
carefully has been perfectly wellaware foralong 
time past that our frontier is very weak solong 
as thechiefs of Hunzaand Nagar are allowed to 
believe they may do what they like. For the 
last few months it has been no secret that 
the Indian Government fully intended to take 
action; and if mistakes have been made in 
planning the expedition, they are not as yet 
apparent. It was not the fault of Lord 
Lansdowne and his advisers that the early 
approach of winter made the march of rein- 
forcements to Gilgit very difficult ; and if for 
the same reason the preparations for the 
advanco were not quite so, perfect as they 
might have been, it would be unjust to 
blame those who made them. But as regards 
the future there is much ‘to be said. If, 
as we hope, the original plan of advancing 
to the capital of Hunza and compelling the 
two States to return without delay to their 
old position as tributaries of Kashmir can 
be carried out, well and good. If, however, 
the task proves so difficult that the subjection 
of Kanjut has to be deferred, it must never- 
theless be clearly understood that, havin, 
undertaken the work, the Government of 
India will not turn back, leaving it unaccom- 

lished. ‘The opportunity should be seized 
Ter deetarine ina way that will Teave no room 
for misunderstanding that Hunza and Nagar 
are within the British sphere of influence ; 
that this influence will be exerted when and 
how we choose nd that no other Power will 
be permitted to interfere. This can be made 
clear not only by a military demonstration on 
the spot, but also, and still more effectually, 
by diplomatic representations in Europe. Itis 
nota point which admits of argument and 
negotiation It is no one's business but, our 
own; yetat the same time much might be 
gained by letting it be known that we mean 
to mind our own business in a thorongh way.

Once established in Kanjut, 
our rivals would give endless trouble; for 
they would then have turned the great 
mountain-wall of the Hinda Kush, which is 
rightly regarded as the political frontier of 
the British Empire. It ismore than probable 
that the Khan of Hunza has been encouraged 
in his contumacy by Russian agents ; it is not 
impossible, indeed, that his fighting-men may 
be animated by the presence of a Cossack at 
the Khan’s chief town, if not at the front. 
But in any case further ‘news will be awaited 
with considerable anxiety. It may be hoped 
that the force will still be able to push on to

Although it is generably understood that 
these yaméu runuers ares race of bulli 
and extortioners, it is not often that thei 
practices can be brought home to them as 
they have beeu this week as related above, 
and it is to be hoped that these convicted 
rascals will meet with the punishment they 
deserve. They not only deceive their 
superior, but in this case help on, rather 
then help to suppress, this iniquitous lot. 
tery which we know to have been the ruin 
of thousands of families ; and the trouble 
scarcely ends here, for from amongst these 
ruined gamblers’ spring the numerous 
thieves, incendiaries and highway robbers 
moving about amongst us, No form of 
punishment can be too severe, if only as a 
warning to others.

‘There have been several extensive and 
destructive fires in several towns recently, 
first at Shidzuoka, the seat of the ex- 
Shogun, then at Mikage, a town a few miles 
from here, at Yonago, a west-coast town, 
and at Nagoya. In each place several 
hundred dwellings were wholly destroyed, 
and the loss of property is incalculable. 
‘The depression reported to prevail in Shid- 
zuoka in consequence of this disaster is 
said by the vernacular journals to be ex- 
ceptional. As a rule, as is known, the 
people seem to err on the side of inade- 
quately regarding the seriousness and 
weight of the disasters arising from 
these wide-spread conflagrations Japan is 
subject to, But accounts from Shidawoka 
appear to indicate the dawn of different 
ideas. sachs ae named, notably 
at Mikage, and at Shidzuoka, many fine 
buildings were consumed. A slight loss of 
life was reported from the latter place, but I 
have not noticed confirmation of the state- 
ment. 

‘Yokohama hasbeen startled by themurder 
under circumstances as brutal in certain 
particulars as rare_in_ this country, of 
4 negro, or West Indian, named Jam 
Davis, an old offender, and a man too 
well known in the British gaol, who in 
former days was a seaman, but who 
latterly has when free led a disorderly 
and idle life, At the inquest, presided 
over by Mr. J. Troup, H. M.'s Consul, 
assisted by Messrs. I. 0. Eustace, F. 
Littlewood and J. Peebles as jurymen, 
after a patient and exhaustive hearing, a 
verdict of murder was returned, against 
one named Aijiro and others. ‘The poor 
fellow, for whom notwithstanding his 
wilful and abandoned course, and the 
probability that he in some way invited 
ill treatment and a violent attack, it is 
impossible of course to withhold sympathy, 
was simply hunted down and beaten and 
stoned to death, ‘The police were prompt 
enough in making arrests, and if accounts, 
stating that about three hundred were 
made within twenty-four hours of the 
horrible event, are within the mark, they 
‘even made arrests recklessly, Many of 
this number were probably not arrests 
in the strict sense of the term. It is a 
ity that more alacrity, could not ve been 

isplayed before the deed. The distance 
the poor wretch was mercilessly chased and 
the way he was driven from house to house 
makes it exceedingly strange that the police 
could not have taken some preventive 
steps and checked the wild and mad pur- 
pose of the man’s pursuers. Some enquiry 
might perhaps advantageously be made 
upon this point. Much interest will certain- 
ly be evinced in the trial of the youth 
Aijiro and his fellows in the dastardly act, 
and it is to be hoped that due: publicity 
will be ensured to the proceedings. The 
chief offender is deactibel as quite a boy in 
‘appearance and he is said to have given his 
evidence at the inquest in the coolest way 
imaginable. 

Smuall-pox has, I regret to say, broken 
out here, a few casos having been re- 

jorted amongst the Japanese and one case 
Kaving occurred on board the s.s, Foyle. 
Another case, or a supposed case, was 
discovered on board the steamer yacht 
Side. Both vessels were sent to the 
quarantine station and thoroughly fumigat- 
ed, the Foyle returning on the 19th and 
leaving almost immediately for Moji in 








ballast. ‘The Scie ‘returned to the an- 
chorage yesterday. it has been very bad 
indeed in Yokohama, several foreigners 


having ‘been attacked. ‘There was fora 
time grave danger of a fatal termination 
of one case, that of a well-known and 
much-liked broker of the port, but haj 

pily Intest reports’ indicate a’ favourable 
turn and his recovery is now con- 
fidently anticipated. ‘The epidemic having 
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assumed such serious dimensions, the au- 
thorities have instituted a house-to-house 
visitation, to overcome the difiiculty en- 
countered through the reluctance of the 
Japanese to submit to vaccination. Official 
notices have been issued upon the subject 
by the English, German, and American 
Consuls. About five hundred cases have 
been made known up to the date of the 
latest returns, The mortality has amounted 
to between 25 and 30 per cent. of the total 
number of cases. Efforts have been made 
by many Japanese to keep the trouble 
secret, on the ground that the charges at 
the Small Pox Hospital (50 cents per day) 
to which in the generality of cases it was 
insisted that patients should be removed, 
were excessive. The late fall of snow at 
Yokohama does not appear to have led to 
an appreciable abatement of the malady. 
We have had two falls of snow here tov, 
‘one the night before last quite heavy, that 
is, quite heavy comparatively speaking, for 
Kobe is not often decked with snow. The 
weather has been very cold here the last 
few days, the thermometer going down to 
30° sometimes. 

‘More earthquakes have occurred to dis- 
turb the residents of the sister port, one 
on Sunday last, at 11.30 p.m., being spoken. 
of by parties who felt it as unusually severe. 
fail says it “started witha big jerk 
which was followed for several seconds by 
veryrapidand somewhat mixed movements, 
these subsiding into a long slow swing, 
during which the direction of the oscillation 
changed very perceptibly, the termination 
being of the usual kind, gradually diminish- 
ing tremors.” One doesn’t know which to 
admire more, the calm, scientifically pre- 
cise faculty of observation essential to the 
production of such an explicit note as 
the one cited, or the covl, undisturbed 
superiority to all sense of danger. The 
Gazette thus concludes a note upon the 
same subject : 

‘The motion last night, however, was 
horizontal, slow, and prolonged, and was 
therefore of a less gruesome and verifying 
nature than the rattling commotions of 
October 28th and December 24th. This 
was the third night in succession which 
has been disturbed by shocks.” 

Tam glad to say we have not felt any- 
thing like a serious shock here for some 
time now. Shocks continue to be felt 
in and about Gifu, Nagoya, ete., and 
the total number which have been recorded 
since the terrifying experiences of the 28th 
of October now stands somewhere near: 
two thousand four hundred.

BAST SIBERIA. 


Dr. Macgowan returned to Shanghai on 
Wednesday after a long tour in Siberia, 
which included the Amur river to Str 
tensk, the Zeyeto, the Yablonoi mountains, 
the Ussuri river to Lako Hinka, Sagbalion, 
La Perouse Straits, and the Siberian and 
Maneburian gold mines. 

“The first object to attract travellei 














attention on arriving at Vadivostock,” says 
Dr. Macgowan, ‘is the initial mark of that 
iguntic’ undertaking, the ‘Trans-Baikal 





ilway, the prosecution of which has been 
ouly partially arrested by Siberian snows. 
It is remarkable that coincident with the 
famine in Europeau Russia the Unsuri 
valley, only a fraction of which has been 
brought under cultivation, has produced 
this season a prodigious cereal otop, itiso: 
much that the provincial authorities have 
been obliged to come to the relief of 
agriculturists by purchasing a year’s supply 
of rye for the arwy. What an incentive 
for expediting the work! Strategic con- 
siderations were mainly urged for the 
speedy completion of the railway. Now 
a new inducement crops up, that. of 
striving to avert the recurrence of an ab- 
normal abundance in cne portion of {the 
empire and a wasting famine in another. 
It is a problem that urgently calls for solu- 
tion, how the work can be most rapidl 

prosecuted. Convict flabour, on whic 

much reliance is placed, is dilatory and ex- 
pensive, and free labour is not available 
to meet the dewand. For rea: that 
the time seemed cogent and satisfactory, it~ 
was decreed that only the Russiait proletari- 
at should be employed on the construction 
of the railway, but now it is obvious that 
without the aid of an army of Chinese the 
consummation must be delayed to a period 
that must prove detrimental to the 
interests of all the Russias. In view of 
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this it will not be a matter of surprise if a 
tender lately submitted to the Imperial 
Government by a Vancouver syndicate, for 
transporting from Canton 

labourers, who had completed the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, to East Siberia, should 
receive careful consideration. Agents of 
the ayndicxte have made au examinati 
vf that portion of the route which lies 
between Vladivostock and Kabarofka, on 
which they based their estimates. It is 
presumable that they weuld undertake to 
convey the Chinese labourers back to 
‘Canton on completion of the work. Doubt- 
ess the nuatter is receiving at Petersburg 
the attention it merits. 

“ After railway undertakings the subject 
of colonisation occupies chief attention in 
Siberian administration. Until recently 
the results of colonising schemes were far 
from satisfactory. Immigrants originally 
were cuinposed to a large extent of Toate 
and tramps; thriftless and lazy, they be- 
came a public burden, hardly ceasing from 
claiming State ussistance. Now, however, 
immigeauts are required to deposit several 
hundred roubles before embarking, which 
sum on their arrival (by sea from Odesea) 
is repaid, enabling them, with what the 
Government supplements, to take their new 
departure in life under favourable condi- 
tions. The fact that they had earned and 
saved money in Russia is a guarantee that 
their good habits will be retained in Siberi 
On utrival at Viadivostock they appoint 
delegates from their own number, who, 
after « tour of exploration, conduct their 
party to the spot selected, 

“Mining, however, is likely to divert 
aminy from agricultural pursuits for a 
long period and to attract a large share 
of capital. I found the Zeye gold mines 
in a condition of phenomenal prosperity, 
wing to the employment of hydraulic 
machinery, The Amur Guld Mining Com- 
pays works mn the Zaye aloue, employed 
just summer sixteen hundred hands for 
ong hundred and thir’ days, and ub- 
tained about six thousand pounds (Eng- 
lish) of the coveted metal, while on the 
northern slope of the Yablonoi mountains 
the yield for 1891 is computed at twice 
that amount. ‘the total amount of Si- 
berian gold for that year must be not. less 
than sixty-six thousand pounds. In short, 
unless the reports are greatly exaggerated, 
this country will produce more gold than 
California and Australia have yet furnished 
ty meet the world's demand.

THE RISING IN THE JEHO visTHIC 
A Decree. We have received a memorial 
from Yeh Chih-ch‘ao in which he reports 
that the Imperial troops have gained succ- 
essesoverthe rebels at Mao-chia-wo-p'u and 
have disludged the rebel encampment in the 
neighbourhood of Kao: . On the 2nd 
and 3rd of the present month the rebels of 
Hsi-ch‘iao-t'ou fell back and joined their 
forces with those of Mao-chia-wo-p'u, the 
aggregate force amounting to over 2,000 
men prepared to stake their lives in the 
defence of their stronghold. On the 4th 
they were attacked from different sides by 
the troops under Colonel P'an Wan-ts‘ai 
and another officer named Chiang Kuang- 
tung, with the result thatthey were defeat- 
ed with great loss and obliged to seek shel 
ina village, Here they were again assailed 
s and completely routed. 
Over 10 prominent leaders were killed, 
amongst them being the so-called Princes 
Chao Chin-kuei and Hsii Hsiao-chih, and 
the soidisunt Marquis Ch‘én-chang. ’ The 
number of the killed comprised 300 mount- 
ed brigands and over 1,000 of the rebels 
belonging to the rationalist sect. The 
quantity of xrmis and flags that fell into 
the hands of the Imperialists was past all 
computation, and one so-called Prince, 
Liu Hsien-t‘ang, who was captured alive, 
was instantly decapitated. On the 6th of 
December the three originators of the 
movement, Wang T'ing-hsii, Sung Hsiio- 
chih, and ‘Sung were ‘captured at a 
place called Erli-shih-chia-tzii and immedin- 
tely decapitated. Another detachment of 
the rebels, which had encamped at « place 
called Kao-érh-téng in the Chien-ch ‘ang dis- 
trict, was attacked by the troops under the 
command of Brigadier Generay Tséng T'éng- 
fang who gained a series of victories over 
them, capturing the books of their member- 
ship, killing a great number of them, and 
takgngalive eight of their prominent leaders, 
all of whom were decapitated on the spot. 
Another band, led by a Taoist priest named 
Wu Kuang-shéng, was completely exter- 
minated. Brigadier General Lin Fu-shan 
reported having captured in the neighbour- 
hood of Chien-ch‘ang the soi disant Prince 
entitled “Subduer of the West,” Téung 
Chieh, who was handed over to the Magis 
trate for trial and punishment. All the 
country in the vicinity of Kao-érh-téng is 
noi tranquil, and the campaign against 
the rebels has been conducted with marked 
success. Let Yeh Chih-ch'ao take advant- 
age of his present success to make a con- 
centrated assault upon the enemy and 
leave not a remnant of them to cause 
further disturbance. 






































































FURTHER DECREE ON THE SAME SUBJECT. 


We have received a memorial from Ting- 
an and his colleagues reporting further 
successes against the rebels in the Ch‘no- 
yang district. When the Jého rebels 
raised a disturbance in the Ch‘aoyang 
district, Ting-An despatched troops to 
make a concerted attack upon them and 
gained repeated victories. ‘The rebels re- 
treated and took up a position in the neigh- 
bourhood of Ch‘ao-pei-ying-tstt. Here they 
were attacked on the 3rd and 7th of Decem- 
ber by the troops under General Chang 
Yung-ch‘ing. Over 1,000 of the enemy 
were captured or killed. ‘Following up this 
success, the Imperialists assailed the rebel 
encampment at Chaoshukou and captured 
8 noted ringleader named Li Chiao-ming, 
who was decapitated on the spot. General 
Féng-shéng-a advanced against the rebels 
in the direction of Tamiae and the Palace 
of the Mongolian Pei-tsit, killing over 100 
of them inthe engagement which ensued 
and capturing twenty prisoners, amongst 
whom were a leader known as Ch'én Lo- 
ming and a Troist priest ealled Sheng 
Hsin-ts‘ang, all of whom were summari- 
ly decapitated. General Nien Knei-lin 

ursued the rebels to a place called 

singlungwa where he slaughtered about 
150 of them. In a subsequent engage- 
ment the enemy lost over 600 of their 
one of their leaders, Hon K‘o-chiin, 
being captured and beheaded. ‘The opera: 
tions have so far been conducted with great 
success, and We command ‘Ting-An and 
Yii-Lu to lose no time in joining their forces 
with those from Chihli and employing their 
concentrated strength in bringing about 
tho total extermination of the various rebel 
bands. 


MEMORIAL FKOM YEW CHIH-CH‘AO ON THE: 
SAME SUBJECT. 

Yeh Chih-ch‘ao, the Commander-in-Chief 
of Chihli, submits a memorial giving a 
detailed account. of the operations against 
the rebels and the victories which have 
been won by the troops under his com- 
mand.| The present memorial is in con- 
tinuation of a previous report forwarded 





























on the same subject. ‘The memorialist 
hiniself has selected the town of Pting- 
ch'ian Chow for his headquarters, — ft 


geeupies a central position, being 180 ti 
East of Jeho, 190 li North of the Hsi- 
feng Pass in the Great Wall, 180i West 
of the district town of Chiench‘ang, and 
about 200 Ui South of the country vccupied 
by the Mongolian K‘@lach‘in Banner force, 
and is a suitable place from which to 
direct the operations of the campaign. 
Parties of troops are sent out daily to scour 
the country in every direction, and over 
100 of the rebels have in. this way beon 
captured and beheaded. On the 30th of 
November, Colonel Han reported that two 
days previously he had discovered a divi- 
sion of the-onemy numbering over 2,000 ab 
a place called Wafangtien to the’ South 
East of Chiench‘ang. ‘The Imperial com- 
manders collected their troops with the 
view of making a combined onset upon the 
rebels. The fatter came swarming in a 
dense mass, flouting lags and banners, 
and gave battle to the Imperial troops. 
‘The engagement which followed lasted 
five or six hours, and though the Im- 
perialists fought ‘with the utmost bra- 
very, still the rebel position was not 
shaken. One of their leaders, who wore « 
Taoist cap and embroidered garments, was 
seen brandishing, a sword in the thick of 
the fray and performing magical arts in a 
demonincal attitude. Colonel Han and his 
men made a rush for the spot where he 
stood and cut him down, The main body - 
of the rebel force was thrown into con- 
sternation by the loss of their leader, and 
being attacked on both front and rear, was 
completely routed. Over 500 fell in the 
engagement and 100 horses were found 
dead on :the battle field. The enemy 
climbed wp a steep hill “and tried 
to effect their retreat, but they were

cut off by the Imporialists who killed 
over 300 niore of them in the pursuit. The 
whole ground was stained with blood and 
strewn with dead bodies. Ten prisoners 
were taken, and their examination elicited 

the fact that ten of their leaders were 

amongst the slain. ‘The Imperialists lost 
two killed and had 20 men wounded. 

The memorialist remarks that since the 

beginning of the present outbreak this 
division of the rebels had wildly asserted 
their powers of witchcraft and had worked 
upon the popular imagination. At first, 
they confined. themselves. to plondering 
and burning chapels and Mongol establish- 
ments and Jater on they took to harry- 
ing and killing the peaceable Chinese 

opulation. Their destruction has restored 
Pehngehiian ond the vieinity to. compara- 
tive tranquillity, and it is thought that the 
experience of this brauch of the rebel force 
will serve as a salutary lesson to their con- 
federates elsewhere, The memorialist con- 
fesses that on reaching P‘ingch‘itan he was 
afraid that the forces at his disposal 
were insufticient to cope with the rebels. 
Thanks, however, to the picked men sent 
by the Vicoroy, who marched a distance of 
between700 to 800 li in less than five days, 
the situation is now entirely changed. ‘The 
‘memorialist concludes by explaining the 
arrangements which he has made regarding 
the disposition of the troops under his 
command and solicits permission to submit, 
for the bestowal of rewards, the names of 
these of his oficers and men who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in action,

PORTHER MEMORIAL ON THE REBELLION. 

Yeh Chih-ch‘ao submits a wemorial in 
which he reports the result of certain 
operations conducted against the rebels at 

‘ishu-lin and the, despatch of reinforce- 
ments to protect the region under the 
Prince of the Ka-la-ch‘in Mongols. After 
referring to the reports which he had for- 
warded ‘on the 30th of November and on 
the 3rd of December, the memorialist 
acknowledges the receipt of an Imperial 
Deeree, dated the 2nd of December, which 
had been transmitted to him through the 
Grand Council. In this the Einperor stated 
that a memorinl had been received from 
'Té Fu, the Lieutenant-Governor of Jého, 
reporting the measures that had been taken 
for suppressing the rising and adding that 
the Prince of the Ao-han Banner had 
applied tu him for assistance against the 
rebels, On the same day the Mongolian 
Superintendency forwarded a representa 
tion which had been addressed to them by 
the Prince of the Kaluch ‘in Mongols detail 
ing the outrages committed in tliat region 
by the marauders. Li Hung-chang and 
Yeh Chih-ch‘ao were commanded to make 
immediate arrangements for despatching 
troops to crush the movement. 

‘The Kalach'in country, the memorialist 
explains, is over 200 li to the north-west 
of Pting-ch'iian Chow, and the Ao-han 
Banner occupies a region some 500i to 
the north-east of that place. As soon 
as it was kuown that a disturbance existed 
in this locality, two battalions of troops 
were at once despatched by the Viceroy 
Li and they arrived at their destination 
on the 29th November. Two parties of 
mounted troops were sent to operate 
against the rebels, one under the command 
of P‘an Wan-ts'ai proceeding by way of 
Wuhumaliang, and another under General 
Nieh Shih-ch‘tng going by way of Yehpo- 
shou, In a report from the former officer 
bearing date the 30th November he states 
that when he had got half-way on his 
journey he was besieged by earnest. peti- 
tions'-for assistance from the brother of 
Duke.A ‘and a number of other infuen- 
tial Mongols. ‘Taking them as guides he 
continued his march to a place called Tien- 
t‘u where he could descry the flames of 
burning buildings in the distance. He 
ascertained that the enemy were burning 
‘and plundering the country in the neigh- 























bourhood of Yiishulin, at a distance of 
about 70 i. As the sun was setting, he 
ordered a halt and allowed men and horses 
to refresh themselves. The Mongols who 
accompanied him were sent forward as 
scouts and a quick march was maintained 
all night through. On the way three of the 
enemy's spies were caught and beheaded, 
and as day dawned Yiishulin was reached. 
The scouts rey that inside the tow 
the enemy had mustered 1,700 or 1,800in- 
fantry and over 200 cavalry, and thatall the 
surrounding villages were full of them : 
that the rebel leader was one Li Yao-shih, 
who styled himeelf a Prince, and that the 
second in command was Sun-hui, a soi- 
disaut Marquis. On learning ‘of the 
approach of the Imperialist force, they 
had blocked the ends of the street 
and had prepared to defend themselves 
to the death. ‘The commander of the Im- 
perialists immediately ordered his- men 
to make a rush on the town and engage the 
enemy with their short arms in hand-to- 
hand combat. After about a hundred of 
them had been cut down, the rebels retired 
in tothe large enclosure of a pawnshop which 
being surrounded by a double circuit of 
strong walls was really as impregnable as a 
fortress. Here they were closely invested 
by the Imperialist forces who encountered 
a terrible fire in trying to carry the place, 
A bloody combat, with shot raining like 
hail, was kept up for fully four hours, 
when the walls were breached and the 
rebels inside the enclisure completely ex- 
terminated. ‘The booty that was seized 
comprised 100 horses, five hundred pieces 
of armour of various kinds, including seme 
cannon and other big guns, ten yellow 
flags, and ten yellow uniforms, ‘The rebels 
in the surrowiding country, on hearing of 
the attack on their confederates, came 
crowding to their rescue in large num- 
bers. Of these over one hundred infantry 
and 50 cavalry were killed, and 100 wea- 
pons were captured : algo, 'a bronze image 
representing the false deity of their creed 
and over 20 other rebel badges. Amongst 
those killed were found the bodies of the 
so-called Prince Li Yao-shih, the soi disant 
Marquis Sun-hui, and three other noted 
Ieaders. ‘The Imperialists lost three men 
and had six others wounded. General 
Nieh Shih-ch'éng reported that on the 3rd 
of December he ascertained through his 
scouts that a body of the rebels numbering 
over 1,000 under the leadership of one 
Liu-huai were pillaging and ray 
whole country it: the neighbourh 
poshou, a place to the east of the district 
of Chiench‘ang. A pitched battle followed 
which lasted a couple of hours and resulted 
in a loss of over 300 men to the enemy. 
Still, however, they held their position with 
unwavering courage, and in the distance 
their leader could be descried brandishing 
‘weapons under big red flag beating 
the character ‘ Generalissimo.” His death, 
which followed almost immediately, con- 
vinced the rebels that their position was 
no longer tenable and they broke up in 
the utmost confusion. In the pursuit 
over 100 of them were killed, and the 
remainder having ascended a hill, night- 
fall put an end to the conflict. The 
following were amongst the articles cap- 
tured on this occasion :—3 big guns, 10 
fowling pieces, 50 other weapons, 4 carts, 
90 horses and mules, 4 drums, 10 flags, and 
one Commander's flag bearing the words 
“Liu Huai.” Liu Huai himself was found 
to have been killed in the engagement and 
over 20 prisoners were decapitated in 
front of the ranks. The loss on the side 
of the Imperialists was two killed and three 
wounded. Another report stated that a 
force of the enemy numbering about 1,000 
had collected at a place called Heishui 
about 200 Ii distant from Yehposhou. The

rauders. The memorialist, remarking on 


























flicted upon the Mongolian country by these 
tuarauding hordes is pat all conception, and 
expresses his belief that the complete defeat 
of the flower of the rebel force at Yiishulin 
and Yehposhou will have a powerful effect, 
in checking the movement. These two 
victories have re-established communica- 
tion with P‘iugehiian, Chiench‘ang, and 
the surrounding country, and have restored 
comparative tranquillity in the south-west 
portion of the region under the jurisdiction 
of the Ka-la-ch‘in Prince. The memorialist 
concludes by stating his intention uf making 
use of the present opportunity, when he 
has such a large force on the spot, to 
make. complete clearance of the marauders 
who have for years past infested the whole 
country north of the Great Wall.

‘The Directors of the Peking Granaries 
report that on the 16th inst. fire broke out, 
in the Haiyiin granary and destroyed an 
pat division eof before the flames 
could be extinguished. ‘They go on to 
say that the keepers in charge have been 
sent to the Board for examination and 
they request that they themselves be 
punished for their carelessness. Strict 
investigation nrust_be made as to how the 
fire originated and those concerned duly 
punished. 

HONOURS TO A DECEASED OFFICIAL. 

Fu-jun presents a petition on behalf of 
the gentry of the P‘englai district, Téng- 
choufu, asking for permission to erect « 
special shrine at Téngchou in, honour of 
Wu Ch‘ang-ch‘ing, late Naval Commander- 
in-Chief of the Kuangtung province. Wu 
was an Anhui man whose father was killed 
by the rebels and who in consequence 
devoted his life to avenge the death of his 
parent. He conducted several expeditions 
against the rebels in various provinces 
with great success, and was in the 5th and 
6th years of the present reign appointed to 
superintend the coast defences of the 
Shantung province. Whilst holding that 
appointment he left nothing undone to 
protect the interests of the people 
and was so successful in maintaining 
order that it was almost unnecessary 
for the inhabitants to bar their doors by 
night. He took a special delight in con- 
versing with literary men, and every educa- 
tional scheme enjoyed his fostering care. 
One could hardly realise that he was w 
military leader. Nor did he confine his 
attention purely to such matters. When- 
ever any distress broke out in the district, 
or any public works had to be undertaken, 
his name was always at the head of every 
subscription list. He strove in every 

wssible way to benefit those around 
him, and when he left for Corea thousands 
of people assembled of their own accord 
to bid him farewell. They have still 
such « lively recollection of his many excel- 
lent qualities that now that he has passed 
away they feel they ought to do honour to 
his memory and accordingly apply for per- 
mission to erect a special abcine in his 
honour at Tengchou.— Request granted.

with which the line was laid has not been 
paralleled in any other province and 
memorialists have no hesitation in stating 
that those concerned fully deserve to be 
rewarded for their services, as to them it is 
due that China was enabled to avoid the 
reproach of not having strictly fulfilled her 
treaty obligations.

IMPERIAL DECREE. 

Ting-an and Yii-lu report particulars of 
«further victory which the Government 
troops have gained over the rebels in the 
Chaoyang district. It appears that the 
Ch‘aoyang rebels found their ‘way to Hei- 
ch‘engtzu which they made their head 
quarters but from which they were driven 
‘on the 10th inst. by the General Command- 
ant Feng Sheng-a, assisted by Colonel 
Ch‘eng Nansen and Brigade-General Keng 
Feng-ming, who hemmed them in on three 
sides and utterly defeated them. The 
remnant of their forces entrenched them- 
selves in the public offices at Peitzufu and 
kept up a most determined resistan 
About a thousand of them were slai 
and several of their leaders and ninety 
others taken alive. General h Ku 
was similarly successful at Tuchangtzu, as 
was General Chang Yung-ch‘ing at Shih- 
fo-kou. ‘The former killed two of their 
leaders and took thirty prisoners, and the 
latter took three of their leaders whom he 
summarily executed. The high otticers 
concerned are hereby directed to take 
immediate advantege of the terror that the 
news of our victories will infuse into the 
minds of the rebels and to send out all their 
available troops to act in co-operation with 
the Chihli forces in speedily exterminating 
the insurgents. 

ADDITIONAL TROOPS FOR HONAN. 

The Governor of Honan points out the 
difficulty he has in maintaining order in 
his province, bounded as it is on the 
south by Hupeh on the east by Anhui 
and Kiangsu, and on the north by Chihli 
andShantung. The south-western portion 
especially, which consists principally of 
mountains and large tracts of waste lands, 
is a favourite resort for lawless characters ; 
and unless there are experienced troops 
to keep order the peace and well-being of 
the people can with difficulty be main- 
tained. After their recent troubles it is 
most essential that the inhabitants 
should be left quiet and undisturbed in 
order that they may in some measure be 
enabled to restore their fallen fortunes. 
Apart from the three brigades of irregular 
troops (lien chiin) the only troops available 
for police duty ate the Ching-pu and Wei- 
ching battalions ; to which may be added 
the recently returned detachments of the 
Sung Wu-chiin, consisting of two battalions 
of infantry and three patrols of horse. 
There is this peculiar feature about Honan : 
that the areas to be protected are of such 
wide extent that a large number of troops 
ence it ig distributed over them does not 
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look nearly so formidable as it would were 
it massed at one point, nor can it render 
such efficient service as it could do were 
it possible by posting detachments at 
certain central positions to hold the 
country in check. Memorialist has heard 
that the Governor of Shantung proposes to 
dismiss abvut five hundred of the Sung 
Wu Chiin, who are too old for active 
service, and as the funds for the mainten- 
ance of this force are defrayed by Honan 
memorialist would request permission to 
utilise the money thus saved, in enlisting 
an extra battalion for service in his own 
province, where it would be.most useful in 
maintaining order. —Let the Buard concerned 
consider and report.

—Letter from the New 

Shanghai Electric Cv. is submitted apply- 

ing for permissivn to extend their ineandes- 

cent line along the worth side of the 

Kiukiang Road, for which 4 poles will be 

required. 

Report by the Engineer is also submitted 
pointing out that it is not advisable to 
allow the Electric Co. to extend its aerial 
high pressure conductors along the Kiu- 
Kiang road. or in any of the atreets of the 
Settlement, as they are all rather narrow, 
and in some streets there is only a footpath 
on one side, making it uecessary to carry 
overhead wires very close to the houses, 
whilst the English Board of ‘Trade Regul: 
tions stipulate that no uerial conductors 
shall be within 6 feet of any building, 

He recommends that the Council should 
prohibit any further exteusion of electric 
light poles, and overhead wires in the 
Settlement, and that in future all wires 
should be carried underground.

lub, There were present 
H. J. Such (in the chair) J. 
ques, J. M. Young, T. Wood (Directors), 
KU.’ Smith (Secretary), A. McLeod, 
w. Clarke, A. Cushny, W. T. Phipps, 
J. A, Taylor and S, Walker, representing 
in all 1,157 shares. 

The Chairman said—Gentlemen, you 
have had the report in your hands for 
some days. The liquidation has been 
delayed in consequence of the difficulty of 
gotting the Chinese authorities to measure 
the foreshore, and when they did measure 
it the Taotai hesitated a k time before 
he would fix the price. Finally he fixed 
it at 260 Kungping taels, and although 
you may think that a very high price, it 
‘was a matter of paying it or referring it’ to 
Peking ; and if we had done that I do not 

pose it would have been settled now. 

2 dora 

the liquidators decided to accept the price 

and pay the money. ‘The working for the 10 

months ending 3ist October, 1891, shows « 

profit of Ts.

Russell & Co. resigned, and after meet- 

ing that and paying for the foreshore 

and liquidation expenses, we have the 
only money we have to deal with, our pre- 
sent credit balance at the Hongkong Bank 
of Tis. 4,788.69. This the Committee 
propose to distribute by returning one ta 

por share to shareholders, paying Tls. 300 

to each of the five liquidators, and handing 

the balance, Tis. 848.69, to the secretary 
for him to ‘pay all outstanding accounts 
and retain the remainder as a gratuity. 

‘The reserve fund stood in the accounts, 

but it has been used to increase the value 

of the property and has been absorbed 
in that way. ‘The property stood in the 
books in June at Tis, 245,000. It now stands 
at Tis. 250,000, but that increase is partly 
due to the cost of the foreshore and partly 
to finishing some contracts that had been 
entered into and had to be paid before 

Jardine, Matheson and Co. took over the 

property. Alniost all the money on these 

contracts was paid before we accepted their 
offer. 

Mr. A. McLeod proposed—

licence to a lodging house was refused. 

‘The presence of these houses has had the

From time to time succeeding Councils have 
issued strict rules for the conduct of the 
houses, more especially regarding the closing 

forbidding 
the presence of prostitutes. ‘The regulations 
so laid down have almost invariably been 
treated with contempt, and very frequently 
the authority of the Police has ‘been openly 
defied. 

‘At the present time the houses may be 
described in general terms as a nuisance, inter- 
fering in various ways with the comfort, quiet, 
and cleanliness of the Concession, Constant 
complaints have been made by foreign re- 
sidents both to the Municipal Council and H. 
M. Consul of the discomforts inflicted on them 
thereby. 

Tn 1890 a serious complaint was made to 
H.M, Consul by the Tantu Hsien regarding 
some of the houses of entertainment, alleging 
that thieves and bad characters were har- 
boured, in addition to prostitution being 
carried on. 

These charges were enquired into, and 
stricter measures taken to maintain order. 
‘The whole body of lessees of houses were re- 
quired to give additional security for their 
good behaviour, but this has proved ineffec- 
tual, as have also repeated warnings and the 
infliction of fines by H.M. Consul. 

Under all the circumstances, the Council, 
after careful consider have come to 
the conclusion that, independently, of the 
nitisance to foreign residents, (whose com- 
fort and tranquillity was’ the — primar; 
object of this Concession), the safety an 
welfare of the British Concession is seviously 
threatened, by the growing prosence of the 
class of houses now existing, and’ as these 
views are most strongly supported, ‘and in- 
Aependently urged by HM. onal, it hs 
Leen resolved that no application will be made 
to the Landrenters for the issue of such licenses 
for the current year. Official notice of this 
decision was served on all lossees of houses of 
entertainment within the British Concession 
on the 9th November. 

Coolies.—For some time the native authori- 
ties have been making strenuous efforts to

which in disturbed times is always an 
clement of danger, and a source of anxiety.

Disturbances in Yangtze Valley.—Since the 


1 beginning of last May when Wuhu was the 


scene of a riot, several disturbances have 
occurred at other places on the river, but 
although on some occasions a very threatenin, 
attitude was manifest at this port, no actual 


| outbreak took place. 


The prompt and efficient measures taken 
by the officials, together with the un- 
interrupted presence of mon-of-war in the 
port were undoubtedly very effectual, and 
there is no reason to apprehend a return of 
the uneasiness at one time felt. 

Having regard to the close proximity of 
‘the several —. of soldiers to the British 
Concession, and their consequent ability to 
afford protection at a few minutes’ notice, the 
Council are of opinion that it is desirable that 
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the guards now posted in the Concession 
should be withdrawn at an early date. 

British Cemvtery.—The Cemetery is now 
vested. in the Municipal Couneil, and the deed 
has been duty registered in their name a: 
‘Trustees. A substantial and ornamental 
iych gate has heen erected, the cost of which 
was mainly subscribed for by residents. 
‘The. ground has been partially returfed 
and levelled, and is in good order. The 
accounts are now presented together with 
the Municipal accounts. 

Lighting. —The Concession is lit by 20 large 
frame lamps, and 18 small diteo and in pite 
of the former being an increase on the mm! 
in use last year, the total cost under this 
heading is less than any of the last 4 years. 
‘This economy has been effected by Inspector 
Singer’s care and supervision.

‘The anuual meeting of members 
held yesterday evening at tho Shanghai 
Club, | Mr. 4. MeLeud presided. supported

would consider the accounts, which had 
been in their hands for some few days, as 
satisfactory as the Stewards thought them. 
‘The total expenditure for the year as shown 
by the accounts wus ‘Tis. 23,991.97, as 
against_in 1890 Tis. 20,582, but in this 
expensiture was included the sum of Ts. 
5,000, being the balance of the mortgage on 
the Bellevue property, which had been paid 
for, ax againet Ths, 2,000 only paid off 
in 1890, “He thought they must all con- 
sider it very satisfactory that in the few 
short years since they purchased the Belle- 
vue property they had paid for it entirely, 
and it was now the quite unencumbered 
ty of the members of the Shanghai 
eClub. (Applause.) Another” it 
in’ the accounts was the Tis. 1,000 | 
expended in repairs as against 1890. Hav 
ing in view the improvement. of the Grand 
Stand, the Stewards thoughtit better not to 
run into expenditure for temporary repairs. 
‘The in 1891 were Tis, 12,083 against 
Tis, 11,387 in 1890—an increase of Tis. 
700. ‘This was x very satisfactory way of 
spending any surplus income they had 
‘The balance they carried forward was ‘Tis. 
2,523 as against Tis. 5,100 last year. If 
they turned to the other side of the account 
they would find that the total income for 
1891 was within a few hundred taels of what 
it was in 1890, the amounts being Tis. 20,717 
in 189], and Tis. 20,356 in 1890. They 
were fortunate in having 246 subscribing 
members as against 236 last year. The 
number of joining members was identically 
the same—30. ‘The total entries were 
nearly the same.

Mr, Brown said he was aware the amount 
was a very small one, but xs it was a new 
item atteution ought to have been called 
to it.

Tho meeting then proceeded to the eleo-

‘The Chairman said it would be remem- 
bered that at the meeting held ou the 
23rd September last year a resolution was 
passed authorising the Stewards to expend 
a sum not exceeding Tis. 10,000 on the 
improvement of the present Grand 
Stand and enclosure and of the Belle- 
vue property. ‘The Stewards had given 
very serious consideration to’ this matter, 
and shortly after the meeting they adver- 
tised for estimates and plans for making 
these _alteratic They received on the 
Sist December three sets of plans from 
architects in Shanghai, and the Stewards 
had met several times to discuss the merits 
of these plans and decide as would seem 
best in the interests of the members of the 
Club. The Stewards had come unanimously 
to the conclusion that the plans sent in by 
Mr. Cory were the best suited to the re- 
quirements ; and the cost of effecting the 
evlargement of the Grand Stand and the 
enclosure, and the repairs and alterations 
to the Bellevue properly were well within 
the limit which the members had put. 
He did not know that he could say 
more than that the enclosure would be 
very much enlarged by throwing in a 
considerable portion of the Bellevue. 
property. The Bellevue stand  itself,. 
the lease of which expired eacly in, 
May, immediately after the spring meeting, 
would be converted into a second-class 
stand in the same way as the stand at 
Hongkong was used.

credit for doing the best they could 
in the interests of the Club. ‘The plans 
would be on view later on at. the Grand 
Stand, for_ members to see, but he thought | 
it wae desirable that the Stewards should 
have full power tu accept what they con- 
sidered to be the very best plans. ‘The 
Chairman then referred in complimentary 
terms to the return of the Clerk of the 
Course, Mr. Gore Booth, and said that 
during the last training season owners were 
in despair at the wet state of the ground, 
but, owing to the energy aud care 
of Mr. Gore Booth, the course was just as 
good as it could be. (Hear, hear.) 

‘The election of a Bullotting Committee 
was then proceeded with, and the follow- 
ing members were declared elected :-—

He hoped the entrance 
fees would be added to the stukes, 
for at present the winner, while only 
receiving ‘is. 73, had to pay out Tis, 
10 for the Champions and Tis. 5 for the 
‘Shanghai Stakes. 

The Chairman promised that the sugges- 
tions would receive every attention. 

Mr. H. H. Read pointed out that in the 
‘T-furlong race on the third day, the winner 
of the Criterion Stakes ($ mile) was not 
handicapped, though presumably running 
against tuferior ponies in the louger race. 

le also hoped the Stewards would see 
their way to arrange a scale of entrance 
fees for the Champions which would be 
fairer to owners who won ouly one small 
race. For instance, the winner of the 
lualf-mile race and the Taotai’s Cup had 
to pay Tis. 10 for the first aud Tis. 15 
for the second, out of Tis. This was 
rather hard on owners running ponies 
against men who took Tis. 500 or 600 in 
prizes. He thought the Champions en- 
ttutice fees uught to be reckoned according 
to the value of the stakes won. 

The Chairman said there seemed to be a 
good deal of reason in what the last speaker 
said. It was dificult to pleas ody, 
but a note would be made of the sug- 
gestions, and they would be considered 
when the programme was being drawn up 
by the Stewards, 

Mr. Gore Booth acknowledged the Chair- 
man’s reference to him, and the meeting 
terminated with the usual compliment to 
the chair.

“On the present occasion the planets 
will be 33°.6 enst of the sun, On the last 
August Ist, 1826, when a close 
conjunction of Venus and Jupiter took 
place in the evening, the angular distance 
from the sun was 36°.2 aud Australia was 
again favoured, but I do not know whether 
any observations were got.” 

Shanghai is not as favourably situated as 
Japan, but results of value may be obtained 
if the planets are watched from sunset until 
they are lost to view near the horizon.

'HE DISTURBANCES IN NORTH 
CHINA. 

The latest numbers of the Peking Gazette 
to hand contain further particulars of the 
fighting in Eastern Mongolia, ‘The Gazette 
of the 21st brings nearer to us one of the 
first, if not the firsr, of thebattles which have 
taken place in that locality. Qn the 20th 
November the territory of the Prince of 
‘fumed was attacked by a band of about 
1,000 men, who plundered, burned and 
ma-sacred in every locality through which 
they passed, ‘The Prince marched to the 
rescue with the Mongolion troops under 
his command, but could do nothing with 
his small force of 200 men against. tio 
rebels. On the first day (20th November) 
he lust 60 men and when he renewed tho 
ight uext day, with the help of reinforee- 

nts, he was again defeated and his 
whole force, save 30 men, destroyed, When 
the news reached the authorities at 
Moukden, they despatched troops to the 
Prince's ‘aid, and the encounters which 
followed have beon described in earlier 
editions.

suddenly found themselves engaged with a 
band of some 3,000 mounted men with 
blackened faces and fulse beards, A herd 
tight followed, lasting the whole of the day. 
‘Towards evening the Tinperinlista’ sin: 
umunition gave out, and nothing remained 
for them but to sturm the rebels’ trenches 
at the point of the bayonet, This they 
did successfully, forcing the enemy to 
retroat to his eatrenchments at Hsinchang- 
kay with’n loss of several hundred dead 
and wounded left on the Geld of battle.

He 
urged that he had done nothing criminal, 
aud begged for mercy. He, is remanded 
for trial,

PIBOB GOODS,—China New Year is upon us, and with it the usual fuss that is always made about the annual settling day which by 
rehistorie custom has to be observe on the last day of the native year—20th instant—a settling of accounts unfortunately not extendiny 
nits operations to dealings with foreigners. No difficulty in. meeting engagements is anticipated among the Piece Goods dealers for i 
they have not, as « body, done well they have certainly not done badly, aul their position in arranging a settling is assisted hy a very 
liberally supplied money’ market, with interest unprecedenteily low, the time of year considered. But if settling up for the year anid 
anticipatory festivities have on the one han disinclined natives to operate, the further collapse in Sterling Exchanges has at the same 
time inate it impossible for importers to do business tinless at some miaterial improvement and their enhanced demands have had as much 
to do with the interruption to trade as anything else. 

‘The auctions, too, offer us unusually little to write about, the series of the week closing with the E-wo sale yesteriay ; no Yuen-fong 
catalogue has been published for to-day, but the honour of reopening the market next week will fall to this hong, the other public 
clearances being suspended, Generally ‘prices have again favored fellers, Cotton goods indicating most strength, while,one or two lines 
in Woollens are easier owing to increased offerings thereof. 
“Whe Customs close from this evening until the 2nd proximo and issue no Returns during the recess, the Banks also close: from 
to-morrow evening until 3th proximo and, as tnder the circumstances, there will be nothing to report, I do not intend issuing a circular 
for the French mail, my next number being 11th prox. 

Indian Yarns continue to he dealt in right up to the close of the market and although the volume of business is not important it is 
sufficient to indicate « healthier feeling.
